THE VALIDITY OF 
CONTRACTS. 


Sth August. 

‘THE report which appears in our 
columns this morning, of some pro- 
ceedings in the Mixed Court on the 
28th ult. opens a question of very 
great importance to merchante in 
Shanghai. Messrs. Castle Bros. had 
sued the guarantor of their compra- 
dore, who endeavoured to escape his 
liability on the plea that though he 
had signed the guarantee, he had not 
put his chop or seal on it. There 
was no doubt about the defendant 
having signed the guarantee, because 
a letter from him was produced in 
which he said that he would not 
accept liability under it after a cer- 
tain date. The Assessor gave a very 
careful finding after, we understand, 
a fortnight’s consideration, in which 
he pronounced the judgment of the 
Court that, however desirable the 
superadded chop or seal might be, 
it was not essential, the signature 
alone sufficing to make the contract 
legal. The counsel for the defence, 
however, called two foreign wit- 
nesses, who gave it as their opinion 
that a chop Was necessary; on which 
the Chinese magistrate revoked his 
finding, and the case is to be appealed 
to the Taotai.

The Aquilan nionarch is, however, 
the more properly so called, being 
practically absolute, while the autho- 
rity of the King of Jocoseria is by 
traditional usage confined to the re- 
gulation of clothing, cattle-breeding, 
haecarat. and other games of skill, 
while the rest of his affairs have 
always been managed for him by 
one or other of the high State offi- 
cials : in past centuries by the Mistress 
of the Bedchamber, afterwards by 
the Privy Council, and latterly by 
the Great Chamberlain, of whom I 
shall find it. more convenient to speak 
in a fresh chapter.” 

The fresh chapters, of which there 
are two, contain a very amusing 
account of the Great Chamberlain. 
Some people said his name was 
Joseph, others Judas, while a high 
official in the Post Office said it was 
Austen. Some people gave his family 
name as Kynoch, but Mr, Gulliver 
found in Froissart’s Chronicles that 
it was really “de Birmingham ;” and 
he concludes that this was the 
Chronieler’s way of spelling “ Brum- 
magem,” “ which was sometimes used 
in the controversies of the day to 
describe the Great Chamberlaii 
policy. His miraculous powers were 
equally the subject of fable: by a 
flourish of his hand he could make 
screws for all his followers; when 
drawing one himself he could prolong 
it almost indefinitely ; he caused arti- 
ficial flowers to grow often after a 
fashion superior to those designed by 

ure: he destroyed the national 
church by a form of words only, and 
restored it by another, gave away 
three acres and a cow to each of 
several million people, and remained 
no less wealthy than before, made a 
crystal out of nothing and a majority 
out of the crystal, taught a wild boar 
to say ‘suzerainty’” . . . . The 
remainder of Mr. Gulliver's story is 
taken up with Mr. Chamberlain's 
Zollverein scheme, and the evils it 
brought upon Jocoseria. “Ridicule 
will frequently prevail, and cut the 
knot when graver reasons fail,” says 
Horace; and we commend these two 
chapters to those who are inclined 
to think there is a good deal in 
‘Mr. Chamberlain’s polymorphous pro- 
posals.

THE ARRIVAL OF SIR 
ERNEST SATOW. 


© 1th August. 

ELE. Sir Ervest Satow, the British 
Minister to Peking, is expected to 
arrive here by the P. & O.S. Sumatra 
at about 4 p.m. to-day. He returns, 
armed with faller powers than before, 
at a very critical period, and there is 
no British subject who is not con- 
vinced of his ability and determination 
to deal with the crisis in the bes 
interests of Great Britain, and there- 
fore of all well-disposed foreigners in 
China, and Chinese. Sir Ernest will 
probably stay here until Friday, when 

leaves for Weihaiwei in H.MS. 
Eclipse, which went down to Woosung 
last night to be ready to take him, 

It is to be hoped that there will 
be a large turn-out of British subjects 
this afternoon to welcome the Min- 
ister, and we hear that 100 men of 
the S. Y. C., have volunteered to act 
as a guard of hondur on his landing. 
They will be under the command of 
Captain Trueman, Lieutenant Pilcher, 
and 2nd-Lieut. Lay, and will consist 
of 50 members of A Company and 25 
each of B and the Customs Company: 
The band and colours will also turn- 
out. 

‘The presentation of China medals 
nest to the members of the 
Corps will take place on the Bund 
foreshore and not on the Recreation 
Ground as previously arranged, The 
assembly will be ‘near Sir Harry 
Parkes’s monument and the time, 
agreeably to Sir Ernest’s arrange- 
ments, will be — to-morrow or 
on Thursday and will be announced 
in due course. 





“LES SURPRISES 
DU SOUPAO." 


Ith August, 
A LEADING article with the above 
heading appeared in our French con- 
temporary, the “Echo de Chine,” on 
Sunday morning last. It contains 
such an ill-conditioned attack on the 
British, which is far and away the 
preponderating, element in Shanghei, 
that we are constrained to take some 
notice of it, little pleasure as it gives 
us todo so, The following isa trans- 
lation of the opening paragraphs :— 
“ Mr, Balfour has been good enough 


to speak. 

“To a question put by Mr. H. 
Norman, he has declared in the 
House of Commons that Sir Ernest 
Satow has received telegraphic in- 
structions not to surrender the ‘Su- 
ao’ prisoners. 
pet Ohe simple question: what has 
that got to do with us? Is Mr. 
Balfour in charge of the INTER- 
NATIONAL (sic) concession of 
Shanghai ? 
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“Put aside the fact that from pure 
humanity we are anxious to spare 
the unhappy “Supao” journalists a 
punishment which, in ‘the eyes of 
civilised people, would be out of pro- 

jortion to the offence committed. 
But that, under the pretext of wil- 
lingness to cut a large hole in the 
treaty of Tientsin, the British Gov- 
ernment should be conceded an au- 
thority on the international conces- 
sion which it does not possess, is to 
take too sudden a plunge into ille- 
ality. It is to provoke the other 

‘oreign Powers into showing that 
they have not come to Shanghai 
merely to support the policy of Great 
Britain.” 

After remarking how painful it is 
to it to do anything to show the 
Chinese that there is any friction 
between the various Foreign Powers. 
in China, the. “Echo de Chine” 
attacks the British Acting Consul- 
General, Mr. Mansfield, for authorising 
one of our contemporaries to publish 
his views on the subject, ‘The ques- 
tion, says the “Echo de Chine,” has 
been sent up by the Consular Body 
here to the Diplomatic Body in 
Peking, and so far nobody knows at 
what decision that august. tribunal 
has arrived. We pass over a generous 
innuendo that the British Govern- 
ment is favouring the rebellion in 
Kuangsi, as being utterly unworthy 
of notice; and then we come to the 
concluding paragraph :— 

“Altogether, the importance at- 
tached to the intervention of Mr. 
Balfour in a question on which he 
has not the sole right to speak, is 
very astonishing. ur. Balfour may 
give his opinion, but he cannot pre~ 
tend to impose it. Perhaps his) 
declaration was only made with the 
object: of satisfying ‘the unseasonable 
curiosity of certain members of the 
British parliament. Under any cir- 
cumstances it comes badly at the 
present moment, because it is not at 
the moment when the aid of all, and 
the co-operation of all well-disposed 
people, is required to solve a difficu t 
question, that anyone should comle 
forward and bring up another very 
serious question, that of the inter- 
national character of the foreign con- 
cession, 

“On that question, no compromise 
is possible.” 

fe do_not suppose for a moment 

that any Frenchman, with his tradi- 
tional love of liberty and justice, could 
contemplate with equanimity the sur- 
render of the “Supao” prisoners to 
the Chinese authorities to undergo a 
fate like that which has just befallen 
Mr. Shén at Peking. We have in fact 
already expressed our disbeliet that 
M. Dubail, the French Mini-ter at 
Peking, was in favour of their sur- 
render. But while the Diplomatic 
Body are deliberating, it was ab- 
solutely necessary that some definite! 
indication should be given to the 
Chinese authorities, and the British 





Government, to the satisfaction “de 
toutes les bonnes volontés,” has cut 
the knot by saying that the men 
shall not be surrendered. That is 
to say, it has lent its weight to the 
agreement made by the whole Con- 
sular Body here with the Taotai, that 
the prisoners should be tried, and 
if convicted punished, in the Inter- 
national Settlement, ‘Ihis agreement, 
was made by the Consular Body, 
including the French Consul-General, 
and the whole Consular Body must 
naturally be grateful io the British 
Government for its support. We quite 
agree with the “Echo de Chine” 
that it has made a great mistake in 
trying to drag into the «juestion of 
the “Supao”” prisoners, the larger 
question of the international charac- 
ter of the Foreign Settlement. 

We beg our contemporary to ke a 
little practical. The predominant 
position of Great Britain in Shanghai 
isa fact which cannot be whittled 
away by tumid and_ ill-tempered 
leading ‘articles. If Great Britain 
says that the “Supao” prisoners 






her true nature makesany difference 
in the attendance of those who have 
the honour to be invited to her next 
garden-party. Her apologists cannot 
say that she merely allowed the law 
to take its course, for no such 

unishment as that inflicted on 
Shen Ké-wei is known to the Chinese 
code, {t is a punishment reserved 
for those whose privilege it is to bask 
continually in the smiles of the Em- 
preas Dowager.

Tue Ethiopian cannot change his 
skin nor the leopard his spots. The 
terrible details of the martyrdom of 
Shen Ké-wei, which come to us from 
an absolutely unimpeachable source, 
show that the Empress Dowager is 
the same woman who had the six 
martyrs executed without trial in 
1898, who joined in the conspiracy 
to exterminate the foreigners in 
China, and had the faithful ministers 
executed in 1900, and who bas kept 
the rightful sovereign of China in 
durance for nearly five years. The 
Foreign Powers have condoned her 
attack on the Legations, and ladies 
in Peking and visitors to the capital 
have gone gladly to her audiences 
and parties, and described how chatty 
and genial she has been, how eager 
to recognise that all nations are of | 
one family, how anxious to conciliate 
her guests by fair words and presents 
of silks and jewellery. But under- 
neath this mask she is the same 
Empress Dowager, and it will be 
interesting to see if this revelation of

Never- 
theless, the continuous improvement 
that is made nearly every year in the 
construction of balloons and airships 
seems to warn us that the adoption 
of aerial fleets is not the impossibility 
which it was thought to be a few 
years ago. ‘The building of airships 
for use in the offensive in a campaign 
would absolutely revolutionise the 
present systems under which war is 
conducted and open up a vista of 
terrors too awful to contemplate. A 
modern naval battle is a thing which 
most people would not care to itaagine, 
but a battle between two squadrons 
of airships would be infinitely more 
terrible. What is most to be feared, 
however, is their use in combination 
with land and marine forces. A ship 
or an army expects to fight with other 
mundane forces, but they would 
be absolutely unable to cope with 
bolts from the blue. 


Balloons have of course been used 
in warfare for carrying dispatches 
and scouting, notably at the siege of 
Paris, and during ‘the war in the 
‘Transvaal, and their use has shown 
how difficult they are to disable. It 
ig hard to judge their distance from 
the earth, they usually travel at an

‘This is the latest in the long series 
of volumes which are devoted to the tragi 
aspects of the events of the great Boxer 
year, us rolated to missionary workers in 
ihe interior of China. While covering the 
entire field of the province, Dr. Edwand’s 
hook is most full in detail in relation to 
the regions about the capital, T'aiyuanfu, 
with which he has had the most to do. 
His pathetic story embodies the documents 
necessary to a complete understanding of 
the trend of events, the catastrophe, and 
the later settlement, in which the author 
bore a prominent and an honourable part. 
The concluding chapters are devoted to 
asketch of the Persecutions cf the Native 
Church, and the Memorials and Letters 
of th» Martyrs, some of which we have 
not before seen. A few pages at the close 
arevntitled “Present Needs and Future Pro- 
speets,” in which the real temper of the 
people and the officials is clearly explai 
and the importance of grasping the earliest 
‘opportunities to mould that Chinese public 
which is so unenlightened, and so much in 
need of illumination, is insisted upon. Dr. 
Edwards has placed loving wreath upon 
the graves of his friends and associates, 
and at the same time -has performed a 
useful historical service. The illustrations 
are very numerous and of altogether ex- 
ceptional excellence. Incidentally it, may 
be mentioned that the difficulties referred 
to in these columns recently in Mr Lewis's 
book on the ‘Educational Conquest of 
China,” have been met, and have 

ved as embarrassing as they generally 
‘The orthography is not always 
consistent with itself (e.g., Wu Tai,

‘This is the work of a well-known Chi- 
cago newspaper correspondent, who has 
been everywhere, seen everybody, and 
who knows everything. It has been said 
of him that he writes daily about two 
colunns of material, and has produced 
enough to wake the largest éncyclopmedii 
and what is rather unique, he writes i 
telligently, and has the gentle art of in- 
sinuating himself-into the real conditions 
‘of the lands which he vis'ts, so that what 
he writes is worth the reading. Tho pre- 
sent volume is composed of five different 
Farts, in seventeen chapters, of which the 
first eight are devoted to “The Great 
‘Turk and His Capital." Here wa have 
an interesting account of many things re- 
lating to the Turks, the Turkch Govern- 
ment, and Constantinople, but in regard 
to the latter, the result is naturally 
greatly inferior to that of Dr. Dwight’s 
Fook on that city, reviewed in these 
columns early last year. But after this 
abatement it remains true that Mr. Cur- 
tis certainly carried with him tho seeing 
eye and the hearing ear, and made a g 
ise of his undoubtedly exceptional ox- 
perience and opportunities. His descrip- 
tion of the visit to the Treasury of the 
Ottoman Empire, which he considers to 
be with the exception of the Kremlin at 
Moscow, the largest aggregation of use- 
less wealth in the world, is highly divert- 
ing. That an impecunious and chronical- 

bankrupt ruler like Abdul Hamid 

II should have two little rooms into 
which should be crowded precious stones 
by the bushel, is more humorous than 
anything in Mark Twain’s “Yankee at 
the Court of King Arthur.” “There are 
five bowls full of diamonds, rubies, em- 
eralds, turquoise and other unset precious 
stones, perhaps half a bushel altogether, 
da large tray about twelve by fifteen 
inches in size covered with beautiful un- 
mounted pearls. One of the emeralds 
weighs two kilograms, and another is of 
almost the same size. They are said to 
be the largest emeralds in the world.” 
Not the least amusing part of this store- 
house is the rule that no resident of Con- 
stantinople except the families of the 
diplomatic corps, no Turk, and no person 
who understands the Turkish language 
can be admitted, for fear that they might 
give information concerning the millions 
of dollars’ worth of precious stones and 
other valuables which would tempt rob- 
bers, or cause discontent among the 
porerty-stricken people! The idea that 
some one not speaking the Turkish lan- 
guage might diffuse this information, 
never appears to have dawned upon the 
Turkish official intellect. Mr. Curtis’s 
account of the chronic conditions in Ser- 
via come st a very apt time, when 
the evils there described have wrought 
such a crime as the world in these latter 
days has not been in the habit of witness- 
ing. The conditions in Bulgaria are set 
forth with skill and in considerable de 
tail. But the most interesting section to 
will be the chapter on Bosnia, in 

which the story of the unique success of 
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the Austrian Government in dealing i 
with the most wretched and hopeless of 

Buropean provinces, is not only full of 

suggestion in itself, but it carries im- 

portant hints as to how the whole world 

might easily be bettered if only the 

Powers nominally Christian would but 

use their influence in wise ways. ‘The | 
most. powerful impression after reading | 
Mr. Curtis's evidently impartial account | 
of the Turkish Empire, its rulers, and the | 
ruled, is that there are found many | 
parallel: to the present conditious > | 
China under the cousins of the Turks— 
the Manchus. But we must feel that 
there is nothing in China at all equal to 
the hopeless incapacity and intolerable 
rottenness and cruelty of the Turks when 
wholly unrestrained. This we must at- 
tribute to the unquestionable fact that 
China has for ages had before it the 
loftiest moral ideals, and when they are 
persistently and for long periods disre- 
garded altogether, there ensues an au- 
tomatic revolution, which cannot fail to 
work at first a great improvement. It 
would be easy (and useless) to write an | 
essay un the probable analogy between | 
the future of the Chinese and of the 
Turkish Empires, but that is too much for 
dog-days. Interesting as Mr. Curtis's 
book certainly is, he is not to be taken 
as an authority, except in a general way, 
and when reinforced by old time resid- 
ents. The wonder is that he has 
done so well. We should not  tol- 
erate a newspaper man who should pro- 
cuce a volume of this size on “The Man- 
chu and his Lost Provinces,” but the con- 
ditions ‘here are altogether different. 
‘There are occasional signs of journalistic 
haste and repetition, as for example on 
page 92 the end of the tongue of land on 
which the “Seraglio” stands in Constan- 
tinople, corresponds to Battery Park, New 
York, and on page 133 it corresponds to 
Battery Park again. On page 71 Robert 
College is an“ Amerionn “Presbyterian 
Institution,” while on page 145 a correct 
account of it is given mentioning that it 
is neither denominational nor missionary. 
On page 22 there is a singular misprint 
resulting in the unique lection “ irrami- 
fications.” Previous to actual observation 
i; would have seemed incredible that | 
any publishing house should put forth 
1 "book of this pretension and actual 
value, without any scrap of a map large | 
or small, and this in regard to the least | 
known portion of Europe: We advise 
those of our readers who bave the oppor- 
tunity to. read the chapters in this book | 
regarding the modus of Russian intrigue | 
at the other end of the world, as a clear |

First 
it was desired to bring about more friendly 
social relations between Chinese, whether 














officials, merchants, or scholars, and for- 
[einers, whether Consuls, merchants or 









aries, and this not only in Sh 
but in other places. So far as Shang- 
was concerned, it was proposed in th 
e to have reception rooms or a club, 
where respectable Chinese of different 
Frovinces not only could meet each other 
but could meet with educated men from 
abroad. The next thing was to have a 
large hall for lectures to grown-up men, 
hall which could hold at its utmost 
about 1,300. In a large place like Shang- 
hai some such halt was needed for the 
Chinese. Thirdly, by using part of the 
same hall there would be provided elass- 
rooms, not intended as a. college, but 
as giving special instruction in those 
branches which would fit men for public 
positions. Then it was intended to have 
a library and a museum, using at the 
outset also part of the same main ball, 
and developing as needs would require. 
Dr. Reid showed the drawings for such 
a building, costing upwards of 60,000 
tals. Besides this amount, some 30,000 
taels would be iteeded for a site, and this 
amount it is now asked of the Chinese to 
subscribe. Unfortunately the mistake 
had been made in not having purchased 
20 years ago. ‘There were four reasons 
why this meeting had been called. First, 
some foreigners had remarked that the | 
Chinese in Shanghai did not want this In- 
stitute, and even if they did, they would 
not help it along. A reat ‘answer was 
wanted to this objection. Secondly, 
there had been so much delay that 
friends in Europe and America could not 
be induced to do what they were first 
willing to do, unless the Chinese in Shang- 
hai made the start. Thirdly, as the 
Institute was not a Church, it was hard 
to get the supporters of missionary 
socicties to contribute to this, and hence 
support must largely come from others. 
Fourthly, the Chinese in Shanghai were 
not the poor of the land and as the better- 
class Chinese were to participate in the 
benefits, and the Institute was not a 
famine relief hall, the Chinese here 
would naturally be expected to contri- 
bute money, even though the plan was 
something new and foreign 

Before Dr. Reid had finished his ex- 
planation, the well-known Ningpo gentle- 
man, Mr. Yen Shao-fang, Chief Director 
of the Chinese Bureau’ of Commerce, 
and for many years at the head 
of the Custom: Bank, was already on 
his fect. and amid’ much applause 
exclaimed, “Very good, very good ! When 
freigners come forward to thus help us 














































in establishing this Institute, we surely 
must do our part to make it a success 
Dr. Gilbert Reid has already exerted 





himself to the utmost. in our behalf. and 
now that he asks us to subscribe Tael: 
30,000 for the purchase of a site, this we 
will do, will we not?” And amidst applause 
and excitement, all exclaiming “Yes, yes,””

‘T 
meeting was most creditable 10 the gener 
ous spirit of the Chivese and to their sense 
of honour. The six persons designated 
as the Committee were: Mr. Yen Shao- 
fanz, Mr. Chu Pao-san, Mr. Tong Kid-son, 
Mr. Chou Chin-piao, Mr. Chu Pao-kuei, 
and Mr. — Shao-ching, representing 
the Ningwo, Soochow, Cantonese, and 
Fukienese parts of the Chinese’ com- 
munity. 

The meeting closed with mutual con- 

atulations and in the confidence that 
the International Institute was now guaran- 
teed speedy fulfilment of its aims and plan, 
and that Shanghai would be honoured by 
its estsblishment at this commercial centre.

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When a man personally makes a contract 
aud himself signs the contract before 
Witnesses or middlemen there is a sense 
of responsibility attaching to him which it 
is impossible to attach to a man who mere- 
ly takes a chop and stamps it on a piece of 
Paper. Itisa question in any case who- 
ther signatures, for tho reasons named 
above, amongst many others which might 
be advanced, aro not saferand more bind- 
ing than chop: 

Iisa very simple matter for Chinese 
to juggle with chops and in such a way 
tomake it easy to deceive foreigners. 
Most of the foreigners here ave unable to 
read Chinese and slight differences in the 
ohops will ertirely invalidate them. Again, 
each shop may have half a dozen different 
chops and it will only be after bitter and 
expensive experience in many cases that 
business-men will understand what chops 
should be and what chops should not be 
used. A recent case illustrates this, A 
foreigner made a contract with Chinese 
and the contract was duly chopped with « 
shop chop which was admitted to bo tho 
regular chop of the shop, but the Chinese 
defendant in the case denied that tho 
chop used was the correct chop for con- 
tracts and on this defence the forcigner 
lost his case, which is an evident travesty 
of justice, that is to say, there is no doubt 
such a contract was made and eventually 
evaded on a technicality concerning the 
chops. 

‘The making of contracts is already a 
sufficiently hazard: undertaking © in 
Shanghai and if they are to be complicated 
by the unknown danger of constantly 
ying chops no business man will “bo 
fe in any contract until the goods have. 
{all been delivered and the money paid into 
‘his bank, and the risk of all outstandi 
contracts will he exceedingly great. The

Status. 

‘The status of the school is that of the 
average Grammar or Proprietary School in 
England, 

While’ it may be desirable in most in- 
stances that boys should finish their school 
education at home, such boys as intend 
to yo into commergial life in the East 
can be received up to sixteen. — For these, 
xpocial facilities are offered for aeqtt 
commorvial education. ‘They are enabled 
to learn French, Germun, Chinese, Book:- 
keeping, and Shorthand with « view to their 
yoing into business. 

Boys, whose parcuts intend Lo send them 
home, cant receive a preparatory education, 
and have the foundations laid of « course 
in Mathematics and Classics. 


“ Class" Schools. 

They say it is President Roosevelt's 
proud boast that his children have at: 
tended the Public and Elementary school, 
and sat side by side with the children of 
the working man. Circumstances force 
our great self-governing colonies to copy 
the American system; but in England, 
even in these democratic times, class feel- 
ing runs high ; and, though the new Edu- 
cation Acts passed, or about to be passed, 
will do much in the direction of levelling 
up and levelling down, the tendency for 
those who can afford it is to send ‘their 
children to so-called higher-cl: 
while the board schools and elementary 
voluntary schools are perforce patronised 
by the poorer classes. Even if desirable, 
it does not appear there is room un the 
China Coast for a school that insists on a 
certain standing. The majority of 
loys here have come from Shanghai, We 
also have pupils from such widely distant 
places as Newehwang aud Canton. 


Character. 

But we can and do insist on good char- 
acter. We think this a very important 
matter, for lo anyone who has resiled 
long in the East it must be apparent 
that facilities for young people to go 
wrong are greater ‘in the Treaty Ports 
than at home.

miles in 4 hours and 10 minutes, and that 
he should therefore have taken more 
than ordinary precaution and care.

A CONTRADICTION in terms un- 
doubtedly, yet. one we must face if 
Professor J. Chunder Bose, in his 
book published by Longmans, Grecn, 
& Co., “Response in the living and 
non-living,” is to be taken seriously. 

To begin with what all the world 
knows of the matter, we may refer to 
the unfortunate experience of every 
inan who is condemned to the fre- 
quent torture of shaving. One day 
his favourite razor is all sharpness 
und suavity, It glides over the stub- 
dle as if to the manner born, Shay- 
ing isadelight. ‘The next—we draw 
a Veil over the scene and the wry faces 
ivdepicts, Edge there is none, and 
shaving is torture. A few days’ rest, 
and kecnness is restored without so 
much as alook ata strop, ‘The same 
thing happensto the roughertools used 
by the artisan. ‘This has long been 
known, so long that a nue has been 
given tu the condition—* fatigue.” 

Possibly it is this fatigue which 
explains the “unaccountable " acci- 
dents that occur every now and then 
in well-tried machinery. A railway 
axle snaps, a girder cracks, a steamer's 
shaft is broken, noboly knows why. 
A careful examination of the frac- 
tured ends shows no Haw: there was 
nothing abnonul in the way of 
strain, yet there is the divided metal, 
and. pessibly the resulb may be a 
terrible loss of lite. 

Professor Chunder Bose might 
perhaps say, “Yes, one loss of life 
preceded by another. If people will 
run their metals to death what can 
they expect.” We are putting qnite 
a hypothetical sentence into the 
worthy Professor's mouth and one 
that is not altogether fair, since if we 
read rightly he is of opinion that 
most of our manufactured metal is 
dead already.

Exactly 
the same resutt is found to follow 
the “ irritation” of a metal, and just 
as rest restores the power ofa muscle 
0 dues it that of the mine: Is 
his been found too, that unused 
or sleepy muscles take a little time 
before the tant wakes them to 
fall vigour, and again the same is 
true of the “sleepy” metal. 

Cold and beat affect animal life as 
we all know.

From this it is but a step to learn 
that metals can be poisoned, that if 
an antidote be administered promptly 
they can be recovered, and that 
after a rest they are all right again. 
All this has been proved, one of the 
isons used being oxalic acid. Leb 
the antidote be too long delayed and 
death results for the metal as sure 
s eggs are eggs, For different 
inctals different poisons are required, 
and we shall perhaps hear in the net 
distant future of some chemical 
Locusta or Borgia famous for her 
ietal-poisoning power. Metals in a 
tate of suspended animation can be 
restored if proper means are taken, 
It seems that certain poisons cause 
spasms in metals us others do in the 
human frame. Irom this present we 
shall read a new weaning into such 
phrases as that “So-ant-So is made 
of money,” that “Miss Gotrox is a 
brazen-faced hussy, "and that “ Oid 
Skin-fliat has an iron constitution.” 
They may be much more literally true 
than we thought. 

Fortunately Professor Bose thinks 
that our ill-treatment of most of the 
metals in use, the treatment with 
chemicals, the roasting in ovens 
and the smelting in furnnees, ete., has 
completely killed them. Still our 
experience with razors makes us 
doubtful. As a summing-up of the 
new doctrine, it is claim -d that when 
animal, vegetable, and mineral mat- 
ter give similar results when tested 
electrically with the galvanometer, it 
may be taken for granted that the 
mineral matter is just as much 
alive as the two others.

“Tean assure you it gives me the great- 
est satisfaction to distribute to you the 
medals awarded to you by his Majesty, the 
King for the part you took in the defence 
of Shanghai three years ago. The record 
of the British Volunteers in China is a 
brilliantone. It is a matter now of som 
what ancient history thit. the Shanghai 
Volunteers turned out against the hordes 
of the barbarous Taipings and drove them 
back at the battle known by the name of 
Muddy Flat, in which they sealed with 
their blood their determination to uphold 
the freedom and liberty of Shanghai. Not 
less distinguished were those volunteer 
who took part in the defonce of Tientsin 
in 1900, during the siege of an open 
town. which lasted for nearly a month, 
and in which they distinguished them 
selves equally with those gallavt 
diers and sailors of different nations 
who eventually stormed the stronghold 
ofthe enemy. The Shanghai Volunteers, 
1 might say perhups unfortunately for 
themselves, had not the same opportunity 
to distinguish themselves before the enemy, 
but of one thing I am quie certain; that 
is, if they bad been called upon to take the * 
field against the enemy, they would have 
been found worthy successors of their 
progenitors of 50 years before. I will now 
proceed to distribute the medals.” 

F rst to receive the medal was Major 
Brodie Clarke, the senior officer and al- 
most if not quite the oldest member of the 
Corps. The Chaplain's turn came next, 
then officers and men of «, B, and the 
Customs Companies in turn, with the Re- 
servists and a number of former members 
who have now left the ranks. bringing up 
tho rear. It was a remarkable procession, 
and Sir Ernest seemed to have the ap- 
propriate remark ready for each oue in his 
turn, Many of those better known in 
Settlement were cordially applauded as 
their turns came to file by. Among the 
recipients occupying huinble posts in the 
ranks were tne scting Chief Justice 
(Mr. F.S. A. Bourne) aoa Cuntiieone: 
of Customs (Mr. F, E. Taylor). 

The German and Japanese Companies 
paid their comrades in arms the graceful 
compliment of turning out to. assist 
in the parade. The attention of Sir 
Ernest was apparently not drawn to 
their attendance, or he would have 
referred no doubt to the share which they, 
equally with the British, French and 
other volunteers, bore in the labours 
and anxieties of the crisis. 

When the last medal had been handed 
to its owner, the Corps was drawn up to 
attention and everyone anticipated a call 
of cheers for the Minister. The word was 
not given, however, and a simple 
“Dismiss” brought a memorable event to 
an end. 

‘The medals, each enclosed in a cardbuard 
box, and accompanied by several inches of 
ribbon, bear on the obverse tle late Queen’s 
head and the :nscription “ Vict-ria Regina 
and Imperatrix” On the reverse is a 
design representing the Royal shield with 
cannon, capstan and anchor beneath 
palm trees. The inscription is “ Armis 
exponere pacem.” The receiver's name 
and rink ave engraved round the edge.

Bravery on the Meishun. 

Mr. F. J. Maxey, a passenger on_ board 
the steamer Meishun (Captain Minning), on 
her voyage from Shanghai to Hankow, 
writes to us under date of Monday last as 
follows :— 


“Yesterday we came across an over- 
twmed Chinese passenger boat (from 
Nanking to Wuhu) near Wade Island and 
rescued 13 Chinese, who would certainly 
have been drowned but for the Captain's 
assistance. ‘The pevple had been in the 
water 2 or 3 hours, and one or two 
Chinese boats had passed but taken no 
notice of them ; people on shore also had 
beats, but did not try to render assistance. 
One poor wretch was entangled in ropes 
and almost gone, when the chief engineer 
showed his bravery by jumping into the 
river, to. give what help he could. 
Most’ of the men were pulled in by 
ropes, but the tide swept the rest 

‘away and a boat had to be lowered 
to save them. The captain had to 
put sundry kicks where it would do the 
most goud, to got some of the Chinese to 
hurry up—a nice state of civilisatio» where 
you have to be kicked to help a fellow- 
countryman from a watery grave.
